TO EXCLUDE FOREIGN CATTLE. 
The Bill has Pasa-d it Second Reading in 
the English Commons. 

During the discussion ip the Eoglish 
house of commons of the second reading 
of the bill introduced by Mr. Waltor 
Long, the president of the 1d of agri- 
culture, providing for the permanent ex- 
clusion of foreign bred cattt'e, Mr. J. 
Martin White, Liberal, member for For- 
farshire, and s mercbant of New York 
city; Mr. R. J. Price, Liberal member of 
Fast Norfolk: the Right Hon. Sir George 
Trevelyan, Liberal member for the 
Bridgetown division of Glasgow, and 
former secretary of state for Scotland, 
and othere opposed the measure, urged 
that there wa? no danger in the importa- 
tion caitle, and claiming that the passage 
of the bill wonid seriously injare stock 
raisers. 

Mr. Long, in reply said that the bill 
was only intended to give the security 
necessary to the farmers. liserse. he 
explained, remained latent for a long 
time. Only recently there was an out- 
break of pleuro-prenmonia in boagland, 
and a whole herd had to be killed, Con. 
tinning, Mr. Long said ¢ at # case in 
ISv? which was only discovered by ac i- 
dent, eost the eountry £15,000 75MM), 
and it occurred in spite of the examina- 
tion madeat the port of entry. Thegov- 
ernment did not desire to do anything 
which would he regarded aa offensive or 
unfnendly toso leyal and splendid a 
eolonv ag Canada. and Mr. Long denied 
that the bill was intended for protection, 
except, against disease. 

Right Hon. A. J. Mnndella, Radical 
meniber for Shetticid, and president of 
the board of trade in the former Liberal 
monistry, thonght that it would become 
necessary to exchode Canada from the 
operation of the bill. 

Mr. A. J. Balfour, the goverament 
leader, spoke in favor of the bill. repeat- 
ing the points in ‘he argament made by 
Mr. Lony, its author. 

The till was then read a second time, 
receiving UHL yotes. 

Following upon the discussion of the 
hill, papers were isened by the govern 
ment relating to the importation of cattle. 
The board of bushbandry, writing to Mr. 
Chemberlain, secretary of state for the 
colonies, on March joch, repeat thetr 
opinion that the proposals contained in 
Mr. Long's bill, arenot more likely to pre- 
jadice the development of the Canadian 
trade than they haye trade in cattle from 
the tnited States, 5 

The London {ines has an editorial in 
which it admite that parliament is jasti 
fied in fnlly debating Mr. Long's bill to 
perpetuate the reatriciions on the impor- 
tation of Canadian cattle. ‘Tne debate 
hes shown, however,” the Times adda, 
“that Mr. Long waa acting upon evidence 
and argements @hich are dithealt to ra- 
sist.’ 

That the importation of Caradian cat 
tle ia onthe imeresse is gathered from 
statistics recently puthshed. During 
Ines there were (roo eattle and ps7 tus 
sheep landedat Brineh porta, ‘Phe total 
forthe previons nine years wae 1.05, 
cattlaand thi ssc sheep.

The supreme court at Ottawa gave 
jadgment a few days ago in the case of 
the Northern Pacific Express Co. vs. Mar- 
tin, a Manitoba case argued at the last 
term.

If Coustautinople were under the control 
of auy civilized nation, i¢ would be one of 
the most nuted slow places on Che earth.

charms of the famous bay, with Ischia on 
oue hand, Caprion the other; beneath, the 
dark blue sea; above, the bright blue 
heavens and between the two, the city, 
andthe voleano, which is of equal im- 
portance as anattraction.
